ago. Here inability to prophesy 
correctly and point a certain way

Again, 
failure to win successive’ politi-

failure - of sgme experts to live 
up to the highest standards of 
professional honour hurt theta in 
public regard, and the limitations 
of the venerated brought down 
many of the mighty from their 
seats: Yet specialists are still 
highly considered by intelligent. 
“persons and are, of course, vital- 
ly necessary to civilization. The 
world has used them from the 
earliest days of the division of 
labour. The expert is in no dan- 
ger of permanently - losing his 
place among men, though the 
popular mind is more aware of 
his limitations ‘than it used to 
be. Probably too much was ex- 
pected of him. His standing was 
not always enhanced by demands 
upon his for ex cathedra opin- 
ions on matters outside his field.

Forty-Six Years Old. 


King Felsal was born in 1887 
und Con- 
stantinople.

War and was proclaimed by Bri- 
tain King of the Hedjaz. 

Felsal himself took a similur 
eourse, Up to the spring of 1916, 
he was on the staff’ .of Djemal 
Pasha, Turkish Commander-in- 
chief in. Syria, but escaped to 
Mecea when Hussein _ raised.the 
flag of revolt there. He then be- 
came lender of the Arab forces’ 
which co-operated with the British 


troops. .

the British High Commissioner, 
Sir Percy Cox, received him, with

King Feisal visited England a 
few months ago on, holiday. He}
